SOUND BASIS FOR EXPANSION 


IN THE PAST four and a half years, Motorcade Stores Limited, 
as a privately-owned enterprise, has established a success- 
ful and growing business in the wholesale distribution of 
automotive parts and accessories through a large chain of 
independent dealers in the Province of Ontario. Now, with 
the aid for the first time of public financing, the time has 
come for Motorcade to carry out a major program of 
expansion. We intend to enter the retail automotive market 
directly through a series of new Company stores to be 
located in the large metropolitan centres, and first steps in 
this program have already been taken. 

That such expansion is warranted and desirable at this time 
may be seen from the rapidly expanding replacement, ac- 
cessory and service market occasioned by the continued 
growth of automobile and truck registrations all across 
Canada. The dollar value of this market in 1959 amounted 
to $398 million. An independent estimate of its growth 
places the value by 1972 at $2.2 billion. 

We are very proud of the progress made by our 105 
dealers who serve rural areas and smaller communities 
throughout Ontario. It is one of the largest chains of its 
kind in Canada — if not the largest. All of our dealers are 
independent operators doing a fine job and providing a 
growing mass market for Motorcade products. We will 
have more such dealers in the months ahead. 

We are equally proud of our staff, a corps of highly 
trained people thoroughly experienced in the automotive 
supply, accessory and service business as well as in the 
new techniques of discount merchandising. 


The most challenging part of the Motorcade expansion 
program, however, is to be found in our decision to estab- 
lish direct-to-customer discount stores in large metropolitan 
areas, starting first with Metropolitan Toronto, with its 
immense replacement and accessory market of close to a 
million cars and trucks. 

The first of these Motorcade stores has already been 
established in Toronto on Caledonia Road just north of 
Eglinton Avenue West, and the results so far, after only a 
few months of operation, are proving highly satisfactory. 
It is our intention to locate several Motorcade Automotive 
Supply and Service Depots in districts of high local and 
transient traffic density. Each will carry our complete line 
and will be equipped to handle all service demands, includ- 
ing industrial fleets of cars and trucks. 

These Company stores, together with our expanding 
chain of dealers, will permit us to take advantage of large 
volume discount sales promotion, in keeping with current 
merchandising trends. 

Following their study of Motorcade’s potential, Indus- 
trial Market Research Limited, has concluded that, given 
sufficient capital and continued sound and aggressive man- 
agement, our program of expansion should meet with the 
kind of success we have envisaged, with estimated sales 
volume in excess of $11 million within the next decade. 
We shall apply ourselves to this task with energy and 
confidence.

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FROM A MODEST BEGINNING about five years ago, 
Motorcade has developed a flourishing auto 
parts and accessories business throughout On- 
tario that is still growing.

The Motorcade sign will become a land-mark 
to motorists no matter where they are — and 
Motorcade advertising, backed by highest 
quality merchandise at discount prices, will at- 
tract a growing number of customers to our 
many outlets in this ever-expanding business. 


Our expansion program is based on tangible 


evidence of the growth potential of the indus- 


try in the year ahead. The motor car manu- 
facturers, for example, predict that 1962 will 
be a banner year for sales and production — 
which would automatically increase the parts 
and accessory demand. A recent report of the 
Department of Economics of Ontario forecasts 
a population rise in the central province by 
2,700,000 in the next fifteen years, pre-suppos- 
ing a big increase in the number of motor cars 
and trucks and an ever-enlarging replacement 
market for Motorcade. 


Added to this, the special survey by Indus- 
trial Market Research Limited (referred to else- 
where in these pages), estimated that the po- 
tential market available to Motorcade in the 
atito field alone will have mounted to $2.2 
billion in Canada by 1972. 


Motorcade, with the aid of public financing 
for the first time, has laid out an aggressive 
sales promotion and expansion program to 
take full advantage of this bright opportunity.
